front of the platform, about twelve feet 
above the side. 


When under way tbe procession passed 


slowly in review past tbe stand, each regi- 
ment, company and civic association salut- 
ing tbe President appropriately us they 
paused, tbo officers bearing their bata in 
their hands, nnd tho members of the civil 
associations making a proper salute. Presi- 
dent Garfield during the whole of tho time 
that the procession was passing stood well 
out to tho front of tho platform, part of tbo 
time with his bead uncovered, bowing in, 
acknowledgment of 
tho repented demon- 


strations of respoot, which for over two 
hours wero renewed time and time again as 
each platoon, company or association passed 
the stand. 


Immediately after tbe review, Gon. Gar- 


lield received the Williams College Associa- 
tion, of Washington with visiting alumui to 
thu number of fifty iu tbo east room of tho 
Executive Mansion.

or more. 


Examination of tho interior after the out- 
break occurred showed a palpable sonkage 
into it from the outside, a little above the 
Wiiter line, and on tho ennie side an, nnd 
just beneath, tho drain of tho other houso. 


For the washing out of milk cans tbe 


well water was used. 
About the middle of 


October cases of typhoid bfigan to appear in 
the town, in sorao cases in houRus where 
there were no sanitary defect^ but always 
whero tbo milk supply camo from 
thia 


dairy. 
In all -H cases occurred from this 


cause, 8 of which proved fatal. 
Tbe well 


waa filled up November 4, and the last case 
appeared November!). 


The second epidemic wns at Konthport, 


where 32 cases of typhoid occurred 
from 


infected milk—tho further spread of the 
disease being prevented by stopping tho 
sale of milk. 
There is littlo doubt that wo 


have in this country, and especially in our 
large cities, typhoid fever from milk con- 
tamination, but it has not been established. 
When typhoid fever occurs which is not 
traceable to water supply, look oat for tho 
milk.—[Sanitary Engineer.
